about political patronage is the ap­ 
peal it makes to the minds of m any 
citizens. 
This 
appeal, 
unreasoning 
from an economic Miantlpoin?, was il­ 
lustrated the other day when compet­ 
itive examination« were held in sever­ 
al cities throughout th« slate for the 
position of guard at various instltu- 
tlons. 
These posltioni pay an aver­ 
age of about 175 or $80 a month. The 
applicant not only must go through 
an examination, physical and m ental, 
but must then get certain Influence 
to aecure an appointment for the rea- 
aon that three persons are certified 
for every Job. 
And If the applicant 
does land the Job, he m ust move to 
Columbus, unless he lives there, and 
be must stand personally all the cost 
of moving and the inconvenience and 
the trouble, and he m ust 
buy uni­ 
forms and other 
equipm ent 
at his 
own expense. 
Looks as If the state 
would have a hard time to get men 
for the places, doesn’t it? But no, the 
facts are Just the opposite. 
To bo a 
guard at the penitentiary or at some 
other state institution seem s to carry 
a peculiar appeal for certain classes 
of people who often are willing to 
give up better places to don the uni­ 


form of the state. 


State Highway Couunissioner Cow- 
en recently received a request from 
the superintendent of schools a t Cro­ 
ton for 40 copies of the state tralllc 
rules and regulations for use in his 
school. 
He said that he believed it 
Just as essential to teach things of 
that sort as many other things that 
are

In view of this 
prevalence of incendiarism the po 
lice had long been on their guard, but 
it was not until September ll last 
that they confirmed their suspicions 
In the alleged confession of «Herbert 
t>. Baker, a fire insurance agent 
Baker was arrested on the night of 
September ll, a few hours after fout 
men, a tier ward referred to as ’’torch­ 
es,” were taken as they were unload­

The arrest of these four men was
